disabled members of such association and their

families and to the persons dependent upon the

deceased members thercof, but no others. In

ase any member of such association shall ceaso

to act with the fire or police department of which

lie has been a member, after five years of service,

he shall continue to enjoy all the advantages and



LAWS OF WISCONSIN—Ch. 145.

benefits of the association as long as he complies
with the rules, regulations and by-laws of the
same and pays his dues, unless the connection of
such person with cither of said departments was
discontinued for the good of the service, pro-
vided that all persous becoming members of such
association on and after the first day of May,
1899, shall not be entitled to any of the advan-
tages and benefits of said association from and
after the time when they ccase to be active mem-
bers of the police or fire department of any city
as aforesaid. Each person on becoming a mem-
ber of ¢ither of said departments may be re-
quired to pay an initiation fee not exceeding
fifty dollars and annunal dues so long as he re-
mains a member. Every such association shall
have all the usual powers of a eorporation neces-
sary and proper for the purposes of its organiza-
tion, and may take by gift, grant, or purchasc¢
real and personal estate, and hold, enjoy, lease,
convey and dispose of the same, subject to its
by-laws and regulations: and all such property
and the rents, issues and profits thereof shall be
devoted solely to the purposes and objects of
such eorporation.

SEcMoN 2. This act shall take effect and be
in force from and after its passage and publica-
tion.
